The Klmer's Tribe, with their Paternal Farſe ; 
Into one Houſe ſhall cramp the Univerſe : 

That Noah's Heirs defpoticly might rule, 

Although a Cobler, Mad-man, Kaave or Fool : 

When Hodge and Parker's DoQtrines do revive, 

Which God Almighty's Pow'r to Monarchs give, 
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| Torule the World with ſuch a perfe&t Sway, 
That they the Potters are, and we the Clay : 
We rub our Eyes, and quickly are aware 
What the Reſult of fuch wild Maxims are. 
For then our Laws are Mockery and Sport, 
Our Judges are but Heraulds to the Court. 
Our ancient Rolls, grown uſeleſs to preſerve 
Our Rights, may then for Taylors Meaſures ſerve, 
Or Childrens Drums ; our Property and Claims 
Are all but bluftring Sounds and empty Names : 
Our Charters too are void, , though [worn and ſign'd, 
For no Conceſſions Right Divine can bind.

Can be defign'd than James's Re-acceſs ? 

By blackding thoſe who have ſo plainly ſhown
